46th Circuit Trial Court 
Judge Dennis F. Murphy, 
after hearing oral arguments 
Friday, Sept. 11, said he 
will issue a written opinion 


in 30 days for a case Dawn ' 


and Ken Minard have filed 
against Crawford County 
seeking to save their dogs, 
Shelby and Riley, from 
euthanasia. . 
The court case stems 
from an incident that took 
place on July 18, 2008. 
James Vernon Gardiner, 
who lives near the 
Sherwood — Forest 
Subdivision, was riding his 
mountain bike south from 
Pollack Bridge Road. 
Gardiner left the roadway at 
the intersection of 
Tomahawk Trail and Little 
John Avenue and tumed to 
travel on a dirt trail, which 


runs parallel to the railroad — 


tracks. Gardiner said the 
two -dogs aggressively 
approached him barking. 
He sprayed a water bottle at 


ithe dogs, put his bike in 


front of him as a shield and 
eventually fended them off 
with a stick before their 
owner called them home, 
The Minards live in 
Grayling Township's 
Sherwood

On Nov. 26, the Minards 
were summoned into 
Crawford County District 


Court. After hearing. testi- 


mony from witnesses, 
Crawford County Animal 
Control Officer Gail Foguth 
and arguments from former 
Crawford County Assistant 
Prosecutor Dave Sabin, 
Crawford County ‘District 
Court Judge Monte 
Burmeister determined the 
dogs were dangerous ani- 
mals. He ordered Foguth to 
seize the dogs and put them 
in the AuSable Valley 
Animal Shelter. The initial 
date to euthanize the ani- 
mals was set for Dec. 18. 

Burmeister was forced to 
issue a stay on the order to 
euthanize the pair of 
Staffordshire Terriers on 
Jam 7, 2009, after the 
Minards hired Grayling 
attomey Miranda Bailey to 
appeal the case in Crawford 
County Circuit Court. The 
dogs were scheduled to be 
euthahized on Jan. 8. 

In seeking to have the 
decision to 
Shelby and Riley over- 
turned, Bailey presented 
four arguments to the court 
on Friday. 

First, Bailey said that the 
dogs should not have been 
ordered to be euthanized 
under Michigan's 
Dangerous Animals Act 
because they did not bite or

28-hour manhunt — 
“ends in Maple Forest

Police and a Department of Corrections 
Emergency Response Team tracked down a 
Crawford County Jail inmate who had been 
on the loose for 28 hours after getting his 
choppers checked last week. 

The search for Timothy Wayne Round 
concluded with his capture at 6:30 p.m. on 
Wednesday, Sepi. 9 at a hunting camp 
located off of Roberts Road in Maple 
Forest Township. 

Round was on the loose shortly after a 
dentist appointment at the Grayling Family 
‘Dentistry, located at 1664 Hartwick Pines 
Road (M-93) around 2:34 p.m. on Tuesday, 
Sept. 8. Round was being escorted by Lt. 
Randy Baerlocher from ‘the Crawford 
County Sheriff's Office. Baerlocher was 
holding the door to the dentist office when 
Round decided to flee. 

“As soon as they hit the front door, he 
threw the stuff down that was in his hands, 
darted down the driveway and across M- 

- 93,” Crawford County Sheriff Kitk 
Wakefield said. 

Baerlocher followed close behind Round, 
but lost sight of him when he decided to 
request back up with a cellular phone. The 
vehicle used to transport inmates from the 
Crawford County Jail is not equipped with 
a powerful radio with a transmitter, which 
would have given Baerlocher instant access 

1, { to Central Dispatch. Round’s arms were 
handcuffed in front of him and he was 
wearing jail issued blue pants and a shirt.

Round was charged on 
Thursday, Sept. 10 with 
escape while awaiting a trial 
for a felony, a four-year 
felony charge, and for being 
a habitual offender fourth- 
offense. 

“He is looking at serving 
15 to 20 years in prison 
right now,” Wakefield said. 

Round is ‘from the 
Grayling/Frederic area. He 
was being held in the 
Crawford County Jai] since 
April for burglary/home 
invasion, resisting and 
obstructing officers and for 
probation violations. 

Round was released from 
prison on Feb, 24,2008 after 
serving time for home inva- 
sion second-degree, mali- 
cious destruction. of person- 
al property and breaking 
and entering with intent 
charges, according to 
Department of Corrections 
records. All cases originated 
in Crawford County. 

Wakefield said that he 
will be busy over the next

Beaver Creek Township 
won the first round in a battle 
to shut down a woman's cat 

haven kept in her home, but 
her attorney was given two 
weeks to regroup and pursue 
a different legal argument to 
save the non-profit rescue 
operation. 

46th Circuit Trial Court 
Judge Dennis F. Murphy 
granted a motion for summa- 
ry disposition to Beaver 
Creek Township in court on 
Friday, Sept. 11. The ruling 
means that an initial lawsuit 
filed by Grayling Attorney 
Adam Vernon on behalf of 
Delores Quay, the founder of 
the Leaning Oaks Cat Haven, 
was dismissed. 

William Parker, a 
Bloomfield Hills attorney 
representing Beaver Creek 
Township, argued that he did 
not agree to allow Vernon to 
amend his complaint prior to 
Friday's hearing. Parker also 
noted that the . proposed 
amendment he received from 
Vernon was identical to the 
original complaint. 

The lawsuit arises from the 


Beaver Creek Township's © 


Planning Commission's 
rejection of a special use per- 
mit on April 28, 2009, which 
would have allowed Guay to 
continue to operate the cat 
rescue operation. Guay was 
given until Aug. 31 to cease 
Operations, but township 
Officials have agreed to let 
the cat haven continue and 
not levy zoning violation 
fines while legal action is 
pending.

Oaks Cat Haven over three 
years ago after she trapped,

spayed and neutered 28 cats 
in conjunction with Friends 
for Life of Otsego County, an 
animal welfare group com- 
mitted to reducing the num- 
ber of unwanted, abused and 
homeless cats and dogs. 
Since then, she has adopt- 
ed out dozens of cats that she 
has rescued, and works in 


conjunction with the 
AuSable Valley Animal 
Shelter, Petco and 


Petfinder.com to find homes 
for the cats. She has obtained 
a license to operate the facil- 
ity through the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture 
and gained nonprofit status 
as a rescue operation. - 

In his first court filing, 
Vernon asked Murphy to 
exercise superintending con- 
trol over the zoning dispute 
and to. consider Guay's 
request for the special use 
permit. 

Since then, Vernon has 
sought to change his com- 
plaint, seeking a declaratory 
judgment from the judge 
regarding whether the cat 
rescue operation should be 
allowed to continue-as a 
home occupation. 

Gerald Balmes, the zoning 
administrator and enforce- 
ment officer for Beaver 
Creek Township, said a fea- 
ture story on Guay's cat 
haven published in the Oct. 
16, 2008 of Crawford 
County Avalanche, resulted 
in a number of complaints 
from township residents 
regarding stray and feral cats 
around her property. 

Balmes informed Guay 
that the cat rescue was in vio- 
lation of the township's zon- 
ing since her property is in a 
low-density zoning district.

Indoor kennels or veterinary 
clinics are only allowed in 
community services, com- 
mercial services or agricul- 
ture zoned districts. 

Vernon argued that the cat 
haven is only kept in Guay's 
basement, where the cats are 
kept in enclosures and not 
allowed to run free. He added 
that he did not believe a spe- 
cial use permit was required 
for the non-profit operation. 

“At every stage of this 
process, we have asserted 
that a special use permit was 
not needed and this should be 
accepted under the home 
occupation provisions,” 
Vernon said. 

In winning the motion for 
summary disposition, Parker 
argued that Guay was 
required to appeal her case to 
the Crawford County Court 
within 30 days after town- 
ship planners denied her 
request or within 21 days fol- 
lowing the May 5, 2009 after 
the approval of meeting min- 
utes when her request was 
denied. Guay's lawsuit was 
not filed with the Circuit 
Court until June 18, 2009 

“An appeal was available 
but was not used,” Parker 
said. 

Parker also argued that a 
motion to allow Vernon to 
amend his motion should not 
be allowed because the 
Beaver Creek Township 
Planning Commission acts as 
the township's zoning board 
of appeals, which has the 
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Judge allows amended complaint in 
non-profit cat rescue zoning appeal 


ultimate authority over zon- 
ing cases. Parker also argued 
that extra time should not be 
allowed to amend the law- 
suit, 

“Anyone could amend 
anything at anytime when 
their case got dismissed 
under that idea,” Parker said. 

Vernon said he submitted a 
draft version of his amended 
lawsuit to Parker but did not 
include all the information 
and arguments he intends to 
include in his final com- 
plaint. 

Murphy gave Vernon 14 
days to submit the amended 
complaint. 

“It's unusual because I 
can't rule on something that 
is not right in front of me,” 
Murphy said. 

Guay had little comment 
after the hearing. 

“T am grateful the amend- 
ment and the extra time was 
granted,” Guay said. 

Dr. Donna Simons, an 
Elmira veterinarian who con- 
ducts bi-monthly low-cost 
spaying, neutering and shot 
clinics at the Leaning Oaks 
Cat Haven, was more vocal. 

“The thing of it is she did 
not create the problem,” 
Simons said. “She was not 
letting the cats loose. She 
was catching the cats. We 
were Spaying and neutering 
them and finding them 
homes. We didn't cause a 
problem. We were doing a 
public service.”

That’s tough to believe. In 
the early days of congress,

CERTAINLY THE 
SHOUT was impolite and 
childish as well as unprece- 
dented, and Mr. Wilson 
apologized to the president 
that same evening.

His name really isn’t Joe 


Wilson, just as another 
famous Republican of late 
notoriety, Joe the Plumber, 
isn’t really a Joe either. 

Joe Wilson, 62, was. born 
in South Carolina as 
Addison Graves Wilson. He 


started political campaign-_ 


ing when he was 17 cam- 
paigning for the man he 
eventually succeeded in 
Congress, the late Floyd 
Spence, was on the staff of 


the fate Sen. Strom 
Thurmond, and worked 
briefly in the Reagan 


Administration Department 
of Energy. 

Mr. Wilson spent 17 years 
in the South Carolina state 
senate; three of his elections 
were without opposition, 
and he was one of seven sen- 
ators to vote for continuing 
to fly the confederate flag at 


the state capitol. 

When US Rep. Floyd 
Spence died in 2001, Mr. 
Wilson won 75 percent of 
the Republican vote in a 
five-way primary, and won 
easily in the district which 
stretches from Columbia, 
the state capital, to the 
Atlantic shore. The next 
year he carried 82 percent of 
the vote with no major party 
Opposition. 

Successive elections 
became competitive. Joe 
Wilson won with 65 percent 
in 2004, 62.7 percent in 
2006, and 54 percent last 
year, which moves the seat 
into the marginal area. 

His record in Congress 
has been reliably conserva- 
tive on both social and 
financial issues.

IT’S DIFFICULT for me 
to accept that Joe Wilson’s 
loud cry at the president that 
“You lie!” was because his 
rapt attention to the presi- 
dent’s words was so intense 
that his reactionary outburst 
was incontrollable.

10 best trout fishing towns 
in North America by a mag- 
azine read by CEOs, stock 
market investors and people 
with six figure incomes. 

Forbes.com, the online 
source for the latest busi- 
ness and financial news and 
analysis covering personal 
finance, lifestyle, technolo- 
gy and stock markets, 
recently included Grayling 
in a feature story on the top 
10 best places for trout fish- 
ing in North America. 

The segment on Grayling 
specifically noted that Trout 
Unlimited, the largest con- 
servation organization 
devoted to the sport, was 
founded on the banks of the 
AuSable River 50 years ago.

right in the space that will 
be painted. 

2. Evaluate the paint col- 
ors in daylight and under 
artificial light at night. 
Colors can change quite 
dramatically in different 
lighting conditions. 

3. Remember that colors 
tend to intensify when 
applied to a large area, To 
compensate, it is often wise 
to choose a lighter value of a 
color, rather than a darker 
one. 

4. When you go to pur- 
chase your paint, the count- 
er person will likely ask 
which "gloss level" you’d 
prefer. Paints come in a vari- 
ety of sheen or gloss levels 
ranging from “high gloss" 
(the shiniest) to "flat" (virtu- 
ally no shine). Those with 
higher gloss reflect more 
light, so they can make a 
room look brighter. On the 
other hand, higher gloss 


paints also tend to highlight - 


surface imperfections, so if 
your walls and other sur- 
faces are not in the best of 
shape, a flat paint might be 
the better option. 

5. Color and sheen aside, 
the most important decision 
you'll make in the paint 
store is the quality of paint 
you purchase. According to 


Zimmer; top: quality" paints - 
provide ‘supétior ‘adhesion, 


offer better stain resistance, 
and resist yellowing. They 
also are tougher and more 
durable than ordinary 
paints, so they'll keep a 
paint job looking great for a 
longer period of time. 
Bottom line: Don’t skimp 
on quality, 

6. Before you leave the 
paint store, make sure that 
you have the right tools and 
brushes to do the job. Here 
again, quality counts — 
high quality brushes and 
rollers apply the paint more 
smoothly and evenly than 
economy-grade equipment. 


In addition, quality tools. 


apply a heavier coat of paint 
that will help hide the color 
below, be more durable, and 
stand up better to cleaning

You can 
remove dust, dirt and grime 
with a simple detergent and 
water solution, after which 
you should rinse the surface 
clean and allow it to dry. If 
nail holes are present, they 
can be plugged with filling 
compound. Small cracks 


can be filled with a quality, 


acrylic latex caulk. 

8. Applying paint to inte- 
rior walls is as simple as 
"framing" them by painting 
the outside edges with a 
brush, then filling in the 
center with your roller. An 
effective way to do this is to 
roll on the paint in a large 
"W" or "M" pattern, then fill 
it in, working in various

10. Always take ‘safety 
precautions while painting. 
That means not climbing a

THE TOWNSHIP OF FREDERIC HEREBY ORDAINS: 


Section 1. Ordinance Enforcement Officer. 


There is hereby established the office of Ordinance Enforcement Officer with the 
Township of Frederic, Crawford County, Michigan. 


Section 2. Appointment. 


The Frederic Township Board is hereby authorized, by 
meeting of said Board, to appoint any person or persons to the office of Ordinance 
Enforcement Officer to serve at the pleasure of the Township Board. The Township 
Board may further, by resolution, remove any person from the office of Ordinance 
Enforcement Officer, in the discretion of said Board. 


Section 3. Authorization.

The Ordinance Enforcement Officer is hereby authorized to enforce all ordinances of 
Frederic Township, whether currently or hereafter enacted, and whether such ordi- 
nances specifically designate a different official to enforce the same or do not desig- 


nate any particular enforcing officer. 


Where a particular officer is so designated in 


any such ordinance, the authority of the Ordinance Enforcement Officer to enforce the 
same shail be in addition and supplementary to the authority granted to such other 


specific officer. 


Any ordinance-enforcing authority of the Township Supervisor and 


any other officers specifically designated in any Township ordinance shall continue in 
full force and effect and shall in no way be diminished or impaired PY the terms of 


this ordinance. 


Section 3. Scope of Duties. 


The ordinance enforcement duties herein authorized shall include, among others, the 


following: 


investigating ordinance violations; 


Serving notice of violations; 


Serving municipal civil infractions as authorized under 


MCL 600.8707; 


Appearing in court or other judicial proceedings to assist in the prosecution of ordi- 


nance violators: and 


Such other ordinance enforcement duties as may be delegated by the Township 
Supervisor or assigned by the Township Attorney. 


Section 5. Severability. 


tf any section, provision or clause of this Ordinance or the application thereof to any 
person or circumstance shall be invalid, such invalidity shall not effect any remaining 
portion or application of this Ordinance which can be given effect without the invalid 


portion or application. 


Section 6. Effective Date. 


This Ordinance shali become effective the day following its publication in a newspa- 
per of general circulation in the township.
